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The  Flood  of  1993 


In  the  summer  of  1 993,  Missouri  and  other  midwestern  states  were  hit  by  the 
worst  flooding  in  area  history.  Several  months  of  heavy  rain  caused  flood 
levels  that  broke  all  the  old  records,  destroyed  communities  along  many  rivers 
and  caused  millions  of  dollars  in  damage. 

In  Missouri,  transportation  systems  were  severely  damaged.  It  was  up  to  the 
Missouri  Highway  and  Transportation  Department  to  get  its  state  transportation 
system  back  in  working  order  as  soon  as  possible.
